12. The Kidney Potatucs packed in a plain 
Deal Box arrived “at Sabarunpore on the 13th 
March in a good order and as frésh ax the day on 
which they were packed in London. A bizhly 
interesting fact, as it shews that the stock now 
met with in the Hills, which in many lovalities 
has become watery and waxy, and therefore much 
requires renewal, can be re-placed hy English seeds 
at a very small expense, 

13. ‘The Yums Dioscorea, Sweet Potatocs, and 
Hore Radish Roots, Cochlearca, were all in cxcel- 
lent order, some being packed in dry moss and 
others in charcoal, the former proving to be much | 
the better packing in a ¢ inch Deal case, 

14, The Fruit: Treo rafts entirely free of earth 
were merely packed in dry moss, and the boxes 
were plain Deal cages |4,foot long, 10 inches wide 
by 6 inches decp. On opening them they presented 
avery extraordinary und interesting appearance, 
many of the plants having made shoots two and 
three inches in length. Blanched the shoots no 
doubt were, but in afew days exposéd to light 
they recovered their colour, ‘Ten days ufter their 
arrival upwards of 180 plants hud broken and 
thrown out fine healthy shoots. ‘The plan adopted 
hy us to make them strike was as follows: all the 
plants were transplanted into flower pots, a third 
filled with broken bricks, &e., to ensure a dry 
Vuttom. ‘The pots were then filled with compost, 
consisting of one part of sand, one part of vegetable 
snd lesf mould, and one part of loam, Bound the 
stems of the plants moss was bound, and with o 
fine ayringe they were waterod three times daily, 
nud thus the bark kept moist. By this treatment 
180 of the 400 plants had straok ton days after 
their arrival, All have boen forwarded to the 
‘Nureeries at Mussoorie and Chegorie in West 
Gurhwal, By this simple method parties anxious 
to import fine fruit trees from England on their 
own account can do #0 at a cheap rate and with

to ensure the safety of the grafts enSoyte from 
England, the boxes being ‘mixed ap with other

of State for India and to Dr. Forbes’ Watson by 
whom they were xo judiciously packed, 

15, Of Cereuls,a sample of a fine kind of 
Barley, nnd sumple of podeyree whext have from 
the India Office been received, but too late for 
sowing, they will therefore be reserved for sowing 
in the ensuing Rubbee season. 

16. Tops. Of these there are now about an acre 
under cultivation at Kowlaghir, in the Dehra 
Dhoon, and the Hops obtained from them last season 
were of very fine quality. ‘To many parties large 
supplies have been distributed. 

17, Of Flowering Shrubs and useful Timber 
Trees opportunity was taken to introduce from the 

toyal Gardens, Calcutta, a number of species desi- 
derated by two Gardeners sent to Culeutta to re- 
ceive the Cinchona plants. By them Dr. Ander- 
son, Otliciating Superintendent, Botanical Gardens, 
sent two wardian cases filled with a number of 
valuable planta which have proved great acquisi- 
tions to the noble cullection already contained in 
the Suharunpore Gardens, See Appendices C. and 1). 

18. Cinchonw Plants. —On the requisition of the 
Ilon'ble the Lieutenant-Governor a collection of 
Cinchona plant contained in four (4) Wardian 
cases were by the Mudras Government sent from 
the Neilgherries, These plants had been raised 
from cuttings by Mr. MeIvor, and many of them 
were then small and of little strength ; on reaching 
the Naharuupore Gurdens the following was their

In China in some 
distriets it is cultivated on a seale sy large as to 
enable the cultivators to pay their revenue from 
the produce. In the Norih-West Provinces it | 
ig found to_grow equally well at Saharunpore, in 
the Deyrab Dhoon, and in the Koliston, ut ultitudes 
of from 4,000 to 5,000 us at Mawal Baugh, and 
Ayar Tolic in Kumaon, Paoree in Gurhwal, and 
Holta in the Kangra Valley. 1n all these loculities 
it Ptelds fruit in quantity. 

21, Sweet or Spanish Chanute (Castanea

25. Of plants ueful ih the Arts, Flax has 
received mture than any other our attention 
during the lust season, In the land assigned 
hy Government for an experiment, a fine crop «of 
Flax has this year been grown, some of it being 
from 3 to t feet m heyeht. But to procure 
good long fibres it ix absolutely necessury tht 
the land be strong or well munured, and that: 
irrigation he employed, and the seed sown from 
15th September to 15th October. It,100, 18 ne- 
cossary to uxe good acclimatized Russian Seeds, 
From the crop grown about 20 maunds of seed+ 
will b lable for distribution to Zemindars and

A quan- 
tity of the Plax Seeds imported in TSUL, and re- 
served for sowing owing to its late arrival at 
Suhurunpore failed to germinate, shewing that in 
India Flax Seed will not, keep in good condition for 
any length of time. In the Punjuub the greater 
part of the Flax Seeds imported by the Belfast 
Flax Company has again failed to germinate, 
‘Lhe quantity, therefore, of good accliinated Russian 
Flax Seed in Indidie still lumited. 1 would there. 
fore venture to sugiest that w half of the accli- 
mated Russian Flax Seod now in store be rexerved 
for applicants, and that the other half be again

26, By Mr. D, Robertson, Officiating Collector 
of Saharunpore, the cultivation of Flax has been 
taken up most warmly, and I_ doubt not but that he 
will be able to induce many Zemindars, who have 
good means at their disposal, such as Canal irriga- 
tion, &e,, totry it.

But a stated, the quantity at 
our disposal for distribution 38 limited and quite 
unequal to meet the‘demands. ‘The dearth, too, 
of Cotton prevatlng m the English markets must 
Jong remain go, and the demands on India be 
more heavy for years to come, ‘That many parts 
of the North-West Provinces, particularly those 
districts that are watered by the Canals, aro 
admirably adapted for the finer kinds of American 
Cotton has been proved by many parties, But 
all the attempts made to bring about the cultiva- 
tion on an extensive scale has ended m failure, 
partly because there was no available local market 
from whenve the cultivator eonld get a ready sale 
for hia produce, as foreign or exotic Cottons were 
not in much request with the native weaver, 
owing, as it is usmerted, to its want of strength. 
But now it is different, and were Government to 
an experimental Cotton Farm for the 
cultivation of the fincr kinds of exotic Cottons, 
and for the distribution of good acclimated seeds 
‘on an extensive scale, at would, I am confident, 
‘be attended with the most beneficial results, the 
more #o, as there 16 not a Collector in the country 
who is not fully convinced of the urgency and 
necessity of taking advantage of the state of affans 
in America to improve the condition of India, 
und as in the production of Cotton a capital of 
fiom 440,000,000 to £50,000,000 is invested, a 
vast field for enterprise is presented, and offered to 
the cultivators of India. But spirit and enterprise 
omongst the native community is at the lowest 
ebb, and if ever any thing on sn extensive acale be 
undertaken with exotic seed it must be initiated by 
Government. ‘The present opportunity ought not 
therefore to be neglected, and any mesanre tending 
to incite native cultivators to action ought to be 
adopted, and there is none in the hands of District 
Officers ‘more advantageous than having the power 
of distributing to diligent native cultivators 
good acclimated seed. I say acclimated seed, as 
in Flax, so in Cotton, exotic Cotton’ when newly 
imported is lisblonot to germinate. For the North- 
‘West Provinces one or more experimental Rarms 
of New Orleans Cotton, &e., ought to be establish.

In my humble opinigh tho evidence of the rn- 
matkable success which has attended Dr, Archer's 
numerous operations for the extraction of Cuturact 
forms a most auteresting and amportant feature 
in tlus Report. 


‘The time having now arrived for the erection 
of the new College Buildings in the vieaty of 
tho Hospital it appears advisuble that steps 
should be taken witi a view to supply, as far as 
possible, the chief defects and wants of the latter 
very intommodious Building, It 1 now, I be- 
lieve, generally admitted by all Medical men who 
have seen them that the gloomy and damp 
Godowngin which Dr. Archer's Hospital Pationts 
are lodged are, in the very last degree, ill adapted 
for the purposes of an Eye Infirmary.

Resovvriox.—The Lieutenant-Governor ob- 
serves, from the Return submitted, that thenumber 
of in-door patients during the period in question 
was 499, which is precisely the same number as 
was shewn in the previous year’s Return, The 
Tnspector-General, Modical Department, points ont. 
that of the outdoor patients there appears to be a 
slight falling off, the number being 8,039 against 
38,112, last year. The falling off in the number 
of daily visits of out-door patients is, however, 
only 468 from an aggregate of 25,404, a decreased 
attendance which is utterly insigmfcant when 
compared® with the increase to 28,404 in 1862, 
from 16,199 in 1858-59, and from 11,508 in 
1857-58. . 


2. Of the total npmbor, of egses in which oper- 
ations were performed, vit., 15¥, there appear to

‘The principal Division of 
British Burmah has been a Brith Provinee fox 
ten years, The population ,of Sind six years ago 
was stated to be 1,768,737 souls. ‘The population 
of Bnitish Burmah is now rather over two millions, 
In the Annual Report of the Adinuustration of the 
Bombay Presidency for 1861-62, the value of the 
sea-borne trade of Sind is stated at 296 lakhe of 
Rupees, or say £2,968,000,—this is deducting 
Government Stores. For the same year the sea 
Lorne trade of Bntish Burmah, also deducting 
Government Stores and Treasure, was 89 lakhs, 
or say £5,394,000. This great supetiority is in 
spite of Burmah having a country in the Upper 
Irrawaddy and adjoining Shan States possessing 
little more than four millions of inhabitants to 
trade with, while Sind hes at her badk the 
Punjab with fifteen millions of inhabitants, besides 
the wool-tradere from Boeloochiétan snd Aifghan- 
istan.

Government of Bengal. 


Report on the Condition of the Royal 
Botanio Gardens, Calcutta, from 
Ast April 1862 to Ist April 1863. 


The Gordon, —Tus planting out of the gronps 
of natural orders oooording to the method referred | 
to in my last Report wus commenced during the | 
rainy season of 1862. ‘Two specimens of all the 
species of a considerable namabet of orders of which 
good specimens could be obtained were placed in 
their proper sites. ‘Tho catalogue of plants of 
the garden was employed as the guide in forming 
the groups and sites were pi for two of | 
every spocies in the natural orders which were 
selected. In the case of many species there were 


no young plants procurable, but the sites wore 
nevertheless prepared in hopes of Keren being 
obtained within » year ot two. Hach site was 
trenched to a depth of two and » half feet, and the 
soil was mized with brick rubbish and pulverived 
or with Jesimonld, All the specioe of the 
Biaviag’ mtsrel Srdars that ‘could be obtained 
wore planted aut -—

‘The botanical name and native country of the 
plant painted on a large zine label screwed down 
on an iron rod of about two feet high was placed 
near the best developed specimen of each species. 
‘The old fashioned east iton Inbels about «1x inches 
long from their proximity to the ground become 
soon illegible from mud ‘or are concealed by the 
grass anil therefore Were not used. 

Nurseries.—A lnrge number of seeds, enttings, 
and layers were raised for the extensive planting 
that will probably be accomplished during the 
rains of 1463, Two thotsand and five hundred 
seedlings of Mahoguny were alo reared for the 
planting along the portion of the Ganges and Dar- 
jeeling Road between Titalyah and the foot of the 
‘Himalyah, Three hundred seedlings of Polyalthia 
Longolea were also p d for forming an avenue 
along the Circular in Caleutta. Six hundred: 
and exghty plants of Dicepyroe Birboyupteris were 
supplied for planting along the banks of tha Ci 
cular Canal, Fifteen Wardian cases, ench contain 

about an average of 150 Cinchona plants ob- 
ment jursery at 

Octacamund, have remained in the Garden Nursery 
for different periods of time on their ronte to Dar- 
ialng, Cachar, and the North-Western and Pun- 
jab Himalayah, with the exception of four cases of 
Ginchona for Dr. Jameson, Superintendent of the 
Hotunic Gardens of the North-West Provinces; the 
remaining eleven Wardian cases of this valuable 
plant were obtained by private individuule for 
sxpurimentel cultivation on ‘Tea ostates. In 
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addition to these 420 plants of Cinchona were 
obtained from the plantation in the Neilgherries to 
add to the stock inthe Goverament Numery at 
Darjeeling. ‘These plants wore retained..in the 
Botanic Gardens for six weeks with proat benefit to 
their condition. Mr. Miles, the Aesistant (tardener 
of the Botanic Gardens, who bad brought. these 
plants most sucessfully from Madras, superintended 
their removal to Darjeeling. I may here mention 
for the guidance of Tea planters who may wish 
to introduce Finchona plants from the Neilgher- 
ries that the only time that the introduction van 
be aliempted with any hope of engcoss is from 
‘15th November till 16th February. . 

The plante of Cinehoua Succtrubra and Pakudiana 
which were left in the Botanie Gardens last year 
asun ex it have partly suecesded. ‘The two 
plants of Cinchona Pabudiana may be considered 
as dead, one ouly now’ remains and is just alive, 
Cinchona Suecirubra has, however, succaoded admi- 
rably, On the Ist April last year it woa a plant 
eight inches in height with two pairs of leaves ubout 
five inches in length. During the rainy season of 
1862 it grew well, so, much so, that on the 22nd 
July it was eighteen inches in height and had a 
stera one inch and six-ténths in circumference, ‘The 
cold season was still more favorable to its growth, 
and though fully exposed to all weathers myzht, and 
day it had attained, in the end of March, aheight of 
three fect and had produced in three monthy two 
strong branches each a footand a half'in length, and 
loaves eiyhteen inches loug by mine and ten inches 
in breadth. Itsuffercd somewhat from the dry heat 
of March, and like all large foliazod planta ite loaves 
were much torn by the violent galea of wind of 
the hot season, ‘Their condition, however, in the 
ond of Mayeh was such that there is every pros- 
pect of the plants hein still in a bealthy condi- 
tion at the commenerment of the rains, alter which 
they will be quite sufe and will grow rapidly. 
Sites in the open air, but in a shaded and coal part 
of the Garden, huve been sole {ud for two specimens 
of this species, and they will be planted out aa 
soon as the riny season sets in. 

Garden Roads und Builivnge.—A new road fifteen 
feet wide louding towards the wostem boundary of 
‘tho Garden and ‘passing in front of the lange 
Banian tree has heen commenced and will he 
ed in three months, Afither line of road 
passing along the western skirt of the group of 
Coniferal has Leen marked out.

A cout iron haut has beon granted 
on the plan of the oue at the principal entrance, 
and is to be placed at the termination of the new 
road from Howrah to tho Gardens and the yi 
hank at, the eastern boundary, ‘The building in 














distribution of the last ten or fifteen years, ‘The 
beneficial results of the increased activity of this 
Depertnant havealsendy begun th be experianced in 
an, im the number of exc effected 
with other Botanic Gardens in return for the packets 
af seeds or plants distributed from this. The 
difficulty of superintending the native geed col- 
Jeetors is great, and from the want of European 
supervision many unripe seeds are col ia 
is evidently the cause why I reesive «0 many com- 
laints of the tad quality of the seeds distributed 
om this Garden. I have upplied every check 
which the means at my disposal admit of, but I 
have heen able to do little more beyond incsessing 
the number of species of seed collected. In many 
cases seods of the former seasons are retained 
the collectors as fresh in order to save trouble in 
collecting. This means of deception has, however, 
been avoided by emptying out "A the jare of ‘eds 
at a fixed date,ond by fising two periods in. the 
year for the issue of seeds according to the method 
followed in the Jardin des Plantes. A. cat 
of seeds will be ranlahed ‘on the completion of the 
catalogue of plants cultivated in this Garden. 
During the year 124 packets of geed were dis- 
tributed.
